ance of his duty. Baker was shot 
in the right shoulder and a bullet 
clipped the flesh of the middle fin- 
ger of his left hand. An X-ray pho- 
tograph of Baker's 
shoulder 
and 


back, taken early this morning by 
Dr. Baxter, showed the bullet lodged j 
in the back along the backbone after j 
traveling about a foot.

Baker was making the rounds on I 


his beat in the North End and en- j 
tered the Flanigan area.way to see 
if the door to the shop was secured. 
He was struck on the forehead by an 
unknown man and partly stunned. 
While Baker was staggering- from 
the blow the man fired two shots at 
him. the bullets taking effect as de- 
scribed. 


Patrolman Baker did not lose con- 


sciousness and drew his gun and 
fired four times at ihe fleeing man. 
He reports that the man seemed to 
stumble after one of tho shots and 
police believe that the man was shot 
and slightly injured.

Ten pounds fowl, 4 hea< ; celery, 


8-4 cup of oil, C tablespoons vine- 
gar, 2 teaspoons Bait, 1 teaspoon 
paprika. 1 can 
pimentoes. 4 hard 


builcd eggs, 1 bunch parsley, 3 cupa 
mayonnaise. 


Put chicken on to cook in boiling 
water, t'se as little water as possi- 
ble to prevent burning. Cook until 
tender but 
not falling 
from 
the 


bones. Care should bo taken in choos- 
ing chickens for salads. 


Tho chickens should be year-old 


h«nd if possible, but on no account 
choose a springer for tho meat will 
simply cook to pieces and be impossi- 
ble to cut Into neat dice. 


When chicken is tender, cool. 
Then remove meat and cut in dice. 
There should be about 8 cups. Chill 
oil and vinegar. Beat well, season 
with salt and paprika and pour over 
diced meat. Let stand in a cool place 
for an hour or two before mixing. 
Wash celery. Cut in dice and chill in 
cold water. 
Drain and dry on a 
towel. 


If the celery is prepared in the 


morning and left wrapped in a towel 
until needed will be very crisp. There 
should be as much celery as moat. 
Cut pimentoes in match-like Ftrips. 
Wash parsley, drain and wrap in a 
towel to crisp. Mix chicken, celery, 
pimentoes and enough mayonnaise 
to make moist. 


Put crisp lettuoo leaves on large 


chop plates and mound the salad on 
the lettuce Mask with mayonnaise 
and cover with slices of hard boiled.
